1 . A management method fi>r receiving orders, comprising". 

transmitting o Wob page having a program for calculating a quotation added thereto to a 
receiving terminal operated by a user through a network; 

when a result of a calculated quotation on the receiving terminal is returned to the 
server, conducting an analysis of the result uf Lhv calculated quotation on the server? and 

when a determination is made based on a result of the analysis that th* result, nf 
calculated quotation is appropriates, executing a process to validate the quotation. 

2. A manage mRnt ro*rtmd for receiving orders according to claim 1, wherein the 
analysis process includes a process for examining appropriateness of product nifuriuaUun 
included in the result of the quotation calculation transmitted tirom the Tflsmiving tprroinal 

3. A management method for receiving orders, comprising 1 transmitting a Web 
page having a program for r.» lonlaling a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal 
operated by a user through a network; and when a reoufc of a calculated quotation at the 
receiving terminal Is returned to the server, executing a process to validate the quotation if a 
period of time between the transmission of the Web page and the reception of tho roturnod 
quotation is witluu a specified lime range, 

4. A management method for receiving orders, comprising- transmitting a 
Web page having a program for calculating a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal 
operated by a user through a network; and 

when a result of a calculated quotation at the reueiviug terminal ib returned to the server, 
executing a process to validate the quotation if a version of the Web page is within a specified 
range 

5. A management method for receiving orders, comprising- transmitting a 
Web page having a program for caluulaUiftg a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal 
operated by a user through a network; when a result of a calcu latad quotation at the 
receiving terminal or information necessary to calculate a quotation is returned to the server, 
performing a recalculation on the server under a condition identical with a condition in which 
the quotation calculation ia performed at the iwwiving terminal; and 
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issuing a oorrooponding quotation based on the result of the recalculation. 

B. A manngfimftnt mnthnri frir rBDRiving nviar* according to any on© of claim 1 
through claim 4, wherein a recalculation is performed on the server under a condition identical 
with a condition in which the quotation calculation is performed on the receiving terminal and a 
corresponding quotation is issued baeod on tho result of the rooaloulation, 

7. A management method for TW»iving orders according to claim ft or claim 7, 
wherein, when a corresponding quotation is issued based on the result of recalculation, the user 
is notified of the recalculation that has been conducted. 


8. A management method for receiving orders according to any one of claim l 
through claim 5, wherein the quotation calculation program that is transmittod to tho roooiving 
terminal operated by (he user includes a Web page tampering detection program added thereto. 

9. A management method for receiving orders according to any one of claim 1 
through claim 5, wherein the quotation calculation program that is transmitted to the receiving 
terminal operated by th« us«r include a monitoring program to detect a quotation calculation 
that violates a specified rule. 

10. A management method for receiving orders according to claim 5, wherein a 
result of the readuulalion on Lhe server side and a result of quotation calculation returned from 
the TGOBiviTig terminal to t.h« Kwrwr am* compared, and, wh*n there is a discrepancy 
therebetween, a cause of the discrepancy that i* genexated i» searched for and a result of the 
search is recorded. 

11. A management method for receiving orders according to claim 3, further 
comprising including a program to save log data indicating a calculation prncftfwin th* W«h pag* 
whon a quotation calculation using the Web page is executed on the receiving terminal side, and 
transmitting the log data from the receiving terminal to the server together with the result of 
the quotation. 

12. A management system for receiving orders, comprising: 
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a W b page tranenriesion action that transmits a Web page having a program for 
calculating a quotation added thereto to a receiving Lerminal upward by a user through a 
network; and 

an analysis section that, when a result of a calculated quotation on the receiving 
terminal is returned to the server and if the result of the calculated quotation is determined to 
be appropriate by the server, makes a determination that tho roeult of the calculated quotation 
is valid. 

10. A management system for receiving orders, comprising: 

a Web page transmission section that transmits a Web pace bavin* a program for 

r^W^C a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal operated by a user through a 

network; and 

a timer «er*ion that, when a result of a calculated quotation on the receiving terminal is 
returned to the server and if a time period between the transmission of the Web page and the 
reception of the returned quotation is within a specified time range, makes a determination that 
the result of the calculated quo tat bn is valid. 

1 4. A management nyHtem for receiving orders, comprising* 

a Web page transmission action that transmits a Web page having a progtnm for 

calculating a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal operated by a user through a 

networks and 

an analysis section that, when a result of a calculated quotation at the receiving 
terminal is returned to the server and IT a version ot the Web page is within a specified range, 
validates tho quotation. 

IS A managwtnfiint nyxtam for receiving order*, comprising: 

a Web page transmission section that transmits a Web page having a program for 

calculating a quotation added thereto to a receiving terminal operated by a user through a 

network; and 

a quotation recalculation section that, when a result of a calculated quotation on the 
receiving terminal or information necessary to calculate a quotation is returned to the server, 
performs a recalculation on the server under a condition identical with a condition in which the 
quotation calculation is performed on the receiving terminal, and issue* a corresponding 
quotation based on' the result of the recalculation. 
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16. A WpH pa^e. m he transmitted from a server to a receiving terminal operated by a 
user through a network, the Web page comprioing: a quotation calculation program that 
performs a quotation calculation baaed on a product selection by the user on lliw Web page and 
displays a result thereof on the Wob page; and a Web page tampering detection program that 
determines at a specified timinfflinteival] whether or not portions of the W«b page whose 
alteration is prohibited has been tampered with . 

17. A Web page to be transmitted from a server to a receiving terminal operated by a 
user through a network, the Wob pago comprising a quotation calculation program that 
performs a quotation calculation bawd uu a product selection by the user on the Web page and 
displays a result thereof on the Web page; and a monitoring program that detects a quotation 
lobulation that violates a specified rule at a specified timing [interval]. 
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
